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House Rejects 


Cutoff of

proposed cutoff of money for 
U.S. 
Indochina-war operations 
in four months was quickly and 
decisively 
rejected 
by 
the 
House Thursday after 10 min­ 
utes of debate. 
The proposed amendment to 
the $74.6-billion defense appro­ 
priations bill was turned down 
208 to 160. It would have cot off 
all 
except 
U.S. 
withdrawal 
money in four months, provided 
Hanoi released American pris­ 
oners and gave an accounting 
of Americans missing in its ter­ 
ritory by then. 
Acting 
on 
another 
amend­ 
ment, the House overrode its 
Appropriations Committee and 
voted to authorize the military 
to eliminate KP for all but re­ 
cruits and men in the field. 
Rejection of the end-the-war 
measure came after F. Edward 
Hebert, D-La., chairman of the 
Armed Forces Committee, said 
the House has already taken its 
stand on antiwar amendments 
and there was little left to ar­ 
gue about. 
Rep. Joseph P. Addabbo. D- 
N.Y., author of the amendment, 
said: 
“We have stayed too long and 
paid too great a price. We have 
wanted to play doctor to the 
world and 
have instead suf­ 
fered infection.” 
“ It is time I believe.” Ad­ 
dabbo said, “ to come home and 
heal our own wounds.” 
Speaker Carl Albert refused 
to take sides on the Addabbo 
amendment, 
saying “ I’m 
for 
ending the war but I’m worried 
about the honor of the United 
States. 


WiN WAR 
“ The 
honor of the United 
States is not going to be hurt 
if we do not go ahead and win 
this war,” he told newsmen, 
“unless what we do is dis­ 
graceful or irresponsible.*’ 
Besides rejecting the end-the- 
war move, the House rejected 
efforts to chop out .$445 million 
for the advanced B-l bomber 
and $10 million for tougher nu­ 
clear warheads, 
The 
KP 
amendment—criti­ 
cized as coddling GIs and de­ 
fended as helping attract an 
all-volunteer military—was pro­ 
posed by Rep. Robert L. F. 
Sikes, EMFla. 
Sikes 
emphasized 
that 
re­ 
cruits 
and GIs 
in the 
field 
would still have to do chores. 
He said the services will have 
to find money for hiring civil­ 
ians to take over KP chores out 
of their regular money allot­ 
ments without special funding 
from Congress. 
“The next thing you know 
we’re going to have to give 
them, breakfast in bed,”' com­ 
plained Rep. William. E. Min- 
shall, R-Ohio, “and everything 
that goes with it.” 
Rep. Clarence Long, D-Md., 
said the taxpayers in his dis­ 
trict have to spend some of 
their 
time 
on 
such 
menial 
chores as mowing the lawn and 
hanging out the wash. He said 
they aren’t going to like paying 
more taxes to let GIs get out of 
the cleanup chores.

Insight Program Given 
$ 9 4 ,0 0 0 Federal Grant 


A $94,000 federal grant has 
been awarded to Insight, Potts- 
town’s drug abuse prevention 
program, enabling it to continue 
operating another year. 
The state-administered grant, 
was awarded by the federal law 
enforcement 
administration 
under the category of crime 
prevention, 
since 
law 
en­ 
forcement officials believe that 
drug abuse is one of the leading 
causes of crime. 
The grant has a matching 
fund 
provision, 
which 
means 
that an additional $31,000 — one 
third of the original grant — 
must be raised by Insight on 
a local level during the next 
year. 
The money will be used for 
salaries, 
maintenance of the 
Insight office, 1603 High St., and 
for educational materials, ac­ 
cording 
to 
Stephen 
Coulson, 
Insight’s acting director. 
The program, which was set 
up one year ago, has coor­ 
dinated the effort to establish 


a drug “detoxification unit” at 
Medical 
Center 
East; 
has 
helped 
area 
school, 
districts 
train teachers, and develop drug 
education programs: and has 
inspired 
young 
'people 
to 
organize activities and groups 
to give youth alternatives to 
taking drugs. 
During the year, the program 
operated on a budget of $60.000 
— made up entirely of private 
contributions. 
With 
the 
ad­ 
ditional 
funds, 
Coulson 
said, 
Insight hopes to provide long­ 
term support to users who have 
kicked the habit and develop 
an attack on drug abuse in area 
industry 
— 
a 
growing 
and 
surprisingly serious problem. 
“I’m delighted that Insight 
has been given the money to 
effectively fight drug abuse,” 
stated Richard J. Tracy, Potts- 
town Police Chief. 
“ But we must not lose sight 
of the fact that $31.000 has to 
be 
raised 
to 
meet 
the 
requirements of the grant.” 


To help raise money, Tracy 
launched an anti-drug program 
in August called the Effective 
Fight 
Against 
Drug 
Abuse. 
Twelve area, organizations met 
with the chief Sept. 14 to learn, 
about the need for contributions. 
He called on each club member 
to make a personal commitment 
of $10 to go towards the Insight 
program. 
Insight also will be launching 
its own fund drives. “ We’ve 
operated in the past through 
contributions 
f r o m 
private 
citizens and industry,” Coulson 
said, “ and we hope this support 
will continue.”

Vietnamese said Thursday they

“If Mr. Kissinger proposes a 
meeting with Le Due Tho and 
Xuan Thuy, they will accept,” 
said a spokesman for the Hanoi 
delegation to the peace talks, 
here. 'Thuy is head of the dele­ 
gation. Tho, a Politburo mem­ 
ber, is Hanoi’s special adviser 
on the talks. 
Kissinger is due here Friday. 
It would be the U.S. presiden­ 
tial adviser’s 17th private par­ 
ley with the North Vietnamese. 


The 159th session Thursday of 
the deadlocked peace talks was 
marked by a clash over the

Arms Limitation

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Senate approved the U.S.-Soviet 
interim agreement on offensive 
arms limitation Thursday after 
adopting an amendment calling 
for equality in long-range weap­ 
ons in any future agreement. 
Final passage of the five-year 
agreement was by an 87 to 2 
vote. 
The Senate previously accept­

Bars Women 


From Ministry

Pope. Paul VI, spurning, appeals 
from 
cardinals 
and 
feminist 
groups alike has barred women 
from even the smallest formal 
role in the ministry of the Ro­ 
man Catholic Church. 
In a moto proprio — a decree 
by his own hand — the Pope 
ruled on Thursday that women 
could continue to read the Bible 
during Mass and perform some 
altar services. But he 
made 
clear they could never claim it 
as a right for themselves. 
The decree dashed the hopes 
of thousands of women 
and 
nuns who thought the Church 
would not deny official recogni­ 
tion to the help they have been 
giving priests in religious serv­ 
ices for years. 
“ In accordance with the ven­ 
erable tradition of the Church,” 
the decree said, “ installation in 
the ministries of lector and 
acolyte is reserved to men.” 
This barred women from re­ 
ceiving a formal inves.ti.ture by 
a bishop for what they have 
been doing for years. They can 
go on doing it as a concession 
depending on the priest locally 
in charge. 
By contrast, the decree ex­ 
tended the rights of Catholic 
men. The Pope allowed them to 
become 
lectors 
and 
acolytes 
while preserving their lay state 
—that 
is, 
without 
becoming 
clergymen bound to obedience 
to the bishops. 
The decree will undoubtedly 
bring controversy. 
Spearheaded 
by 
Canada’s 
George Cardinal Fiahiff of Win­ 
nipeg, many bishops in the 1971 
synod 
here 
appealed 
to 
the 
Pope to allow' women to be­ 
come ministers for the sake of 
justice and to help make up for 
the lack of priests.

Boyertown Council Rejects 
Proposal for New Town Hall

Bowing to the pressure of 20 
taxpayers, 
crowded 
into 
the 
second floor council chambers, 
Boyertown b o r o u g h council 
Thursday voted down a proposal 
to build a $525,000 town hall. 
The two-story building was to 
be erected at the corner of Third 
and Washington Streets, with a 
low base bid for general, con­ 
struction submitted by Cyrus J. 
Ecker, Inc., of $266.000. 
The vote was 5 to 1, with 
Robert Stauffer casting the sole 
negative vote, after giving a 
passionate speech earlier in the 
meeting which explained that 
costs, especially wages are not 
going to decrease. 
He also pointed to the tattered 
linoleum on the chamber floor 
and said that it was laid in the 
days of his grandfather. 
“Our town hall is the laughing 
stock of the entire area, with 


its crowded rooms,” he said, 
“ and we have gone far enough 
in our preparations for a new 
building to keep on going. It 
won’t get any cheaper.” 
MOTION DIES 
But after a two-hour discus­ 
sion, half of which was open to 
questions and comments from 
taxpayers, his motion to proceed 
died! for want of a second. 
The motion that carried, made 
by John Brcidenbach, and sec­ 
onded by John Graver, stated: 
“ That we do not proceed with 
the proposed plan, but that we 
reconsider, and that we release 
the contractors from their bids 
and return their bid securities.” 
Others voting in favor of that 
motion were Albert 
U tchert, 
vice president who chaired the 
meeting in the absence of Will­ 
ard Dilliplane; Gene Gabel, and 
Thomas Specht. 
Before his vote, Gabel ex­ 
plained. pounding the table, that 


contrary to printed reports 
had never voted in favor of 
new town hall, but had c 
gone on record authorizing 
borough manager to check I 
bond counsel. 
Specht explained that he wj 
to serve the entire populai 
that elected him to his post, ¡ 
was responding to their feeli 
as expressed during the disc 
sion. 
“ But I pledge my efforts 
continue the project of a r 
town hall, but at an accepts 
price,” he said.

The world was shocked w hen terrorists 
killed 11 athletes at the Olympics. 
A boy died as the results of violence 
on the streets of Pottstown. 


He was 14. 
His death, too, was a tragedy. It was 
as senseless as the deaths of the 11 
athletes. 
A boy of 14! 
His death served no purpose. 
Whatever future this youngster may 
have had has been denied to him simply 
because of a senseless act, of an urge to 
hurt, to maim and injure. 
It makes no sense. 
This shouldn’t be. 
Everyone, every boy, every girl, man 
and woman should be able to walk in 
confidence, play in confidence and live 
m the confidence that they are safe. 
Police can control violence to a certain 
extent. 
They can 
apprehend the law­ 
breakers. 
But the police can’t end violence. 
Only the understanding of the sorrow, 
the hurt and the fear it brings can end it. 
Only when all youths realize that vio­ 
lence is not the means to an end will 
violence end. 
There can be no pride in the taking of 
a human life. There can be no pride in 
instilling fear. No one, not even the of­ 
fender, is served when terror is active in 
the community. 
Those who commit these senseless acts 
must ask themselves one question: 
“What good did it do?”

Least Perfect Crime 


The record oí plane hijackings for ex­ 
tortion is so unsuccessful the crime has 
achieved the highest failure rate among 
all serious criminal acts. The chances of 
a person hijacking a plane, demanding 
and receiving ransom, and escaping to 
spend his loot are so poor as to approach 
near impossibility. 
Federal Aviation Administrator John 
H. Shaffer phrased it well wnen he said: 
“When a person buys a ticket on an air­ 
liner with the idea of hijacking it for 
profit, he has really bought him self a 
ticket to prison or to the morgr 
Last Nov. 24 the first hija 
g for 
extortion occurred, and it is the only one 
of the 21 to date in which the perpetrator 
has not been caught or killed. 
Many 
authorities are convinced the mysterious 
D. B. Cooper who parachuted from an 


airliner with $200,000 in ransom was kill­ 
ed in his descent, although neither he nor 
the money have been found. 
The only other case in which either 
the hijacker or the money have not been 
found was the one involving a man who 
parachuted over Honduras and later sur­ 
rendered with a story that he had for­ 
warded the ransom money to Red China. 
Of 28 participants in hi.jacking-extor- 
tion attempts, three were killed and 17 
are in U.S. custody. Even those w'ho have 
sought asylum in foreign countries have 
been forced to surrender their extortion 
money. 
Plane hijacking is a crime which does 
not pay, except possibly for those ill in­ 
dividuals who get their kicks from the 
notoriety of being captured and possibly 
killed. 


Medical Cooperation 


There is some evidence that the agree­ 
m ent to cooperate in cancer research 
signed in Moscow during President Nix­ 
on’s trip m ay have already begun to pay 
off. Plans have been, announced for the 
Soviet Union to provide A m erican re ­ 
searchers results of their studies on vi­ 
ruses as a suspected cause of leukemia. 
W hat is significant, about, Soviet ad­ 
vances in this leg of the cancer fight is 
that Russian scientists have been success­ 


ful lit, transferring the disease from, hu­ 
m an victims to baboons. Soviet research ­ 
ers appear to be very close to isolating 
hum an leukemia viruses. 
Isolation and identification of individ­ 
ual viruses "is the m ajor step tow ard de­ 
velopm ent of a. vaccine antidote. T urn­ 
ing the vast laboratories and expertise of 
Am erican science to work on the problem 
should enhance research on the project; 
considerably.

. All Around the Town 


Recollections Offered 


Of Dutch Schoolhouse 


By W. ED M U N D S C L A U S S E N 
Area Historian 


This week we have been 
paying note to 
thoughts and recollections of an old inhabitant 
who in strolling along the north side of High Street 
from the early borough line toward the Mana- 
tawny narrated his recollections of the community 
as it appeared in the 1820s. We have now reached 
the block between Penn and Hanover streets. 
“Leaving Squire Drinkhouse’s, the next house 
was one in which George Leader lived, and also 
Jacob Gilbert; they may both have lived there 
at the same time, for I think the house would 
accommodate two families — that is my recollec­ 
tion of it.” 
It is our loss that the old man’s memory 
failed, for both the Leader and Gilbert families 
were rich in human achievement, deserving to be 
further explored. 
' ¿ 
“The next house,” continued the old story nar­ 
rator, “now Mark H. Richards’, was George 
Leaf’s store and dwelling. The street there has 
been cut down considerably. Then came the house' 
at the corner (Hanover. street) — I think Dr. 
George Van Buskirk lived there when he first 
came to Pottstown, but in this I may be mistaken. 
It was a stone house with the gable towards High 
street, built, I presume, with the intention of put­ 
ting a house in front and using the existing struc­ 
ture as the back building. This was never done, 
however. It had a frame building attached on 
the east, used as a store house. 
“Here my thoughts leave the main track and 
wander up Hanover street to locate an incident 
at what was then a school room, for I recollect 
only one school house, and that was the old Dutch 
school house on the coiner of Walnut and Penn 
streets. Andrew Hemphill taught in the school 
room. He was an Irish gentleman of line educa­ 
tion, and a ‘greenhorn’ when he first came there. 
I was sent to him as one of his pupils. 
“One day the signs of the weather—we had no 
‘Probabilities’ in those days — told us that the 
ice would go off the river in the afternoon, an 
event of great magnitude and importance, and 
not to be lost sight of by us boys. The question 
arose as to how we could get holiday in the after­ 
noon; we had asked the master for it, and he had 
refused to give it to us. Some scheme had to be 
devised by which it could be brought about. 
"There was one chap in the school whose brain 
seemed more fertile than the rest in matters of 
that kind; he suggested the following plan, which 
was put in execution: — The stove in the school 
room was a ten plate wrood stove, the pipe passed 
up through the ceiling, through a loft above, and 
out the roof. There was a bag of feathers in the 
loft, perhaps an old pillow, and at noon when 
‘the m aster’ had gone to his dinner, the fire in 
the stove was allowed to go down until there was 
nothing left but some hot ashes and a few bright 
coals; the pipe was then taken apart in the loft, 
the bag of feathers stuffed into it, and then put 
together again. 
“When the master came in the afternoon he 
found the stove and the room cold, and scolded 
the boys for not attending to the fire. He at once 
had some wood brought in. none of the driest, put 
it in the stove and kindled the fire. Smoke began 
to pour out through every crack and crevice in 
the stove and pipe, until the room filled with it. 
Every cause that could be thought of by the boys 
except the right one was assigned for this singu­ 
lar phenomenon. The master was perplexed. The 
smoke was suffocating; he ordered the door and 
windows to be opened, but it was no good, and 
he was obliged to dismiss the school. It ‘forced 
the answer,’ as we boys sometimes used to do, 
when we did our sums. 
“The same mischievous little rascal that engi­ 
neered the stove pipe arrangement once brought 
a live bull frog into the room and put it on the 
floor. Mr. Hemphill knew more about Latin and 
Greek than he did about frogs; the sight of it 
fompletely unmanned him, and as if imitating 
the frog, he hopped from the floor to the benches, 
and from the benches to the desks, all around 
the room. 
“Anyone who had never seen an Irish gentle­ 
man dance would have been amused at the an­ 
tics he cut. He displayed more agility than the 
frog itself, and «the merriment among the boys 
was unbounded. 
“In going from Mr. Hemphill’s school room 
to the corner of High and Hanover streets, I have 
to pass a point where once stood a small house 
and a smith shop. They were on King street be­ 
tween the old Friends’ meeting house and Han­ 
over street and were the residence and workshop 
of old Philip Witz. He was a locksmith by trade, 
but could do almost any kind of light work in iron 
that he turned his hand to. In his young days he 
had been afflicted with a white swelling, which 
left one of his limbs much shorter than the other, 
by being bent at the knee, which was stiff. This 
interfered seriously with his locomation and 
caused the old man to have many ‘ups and downs 
in the world.’ 
“He was a man of viplent temper and very 
irritable, and would go off at a tangent on the 
slightest provocation. It used to be fun for the 
school bovs to make him mad by taking a broken 
slate to him asking him to rivet it together, or a 
broken slate pencil to be welded. He bought old 
iron of the boys and had but one price that he 
paid for it: if it was an old horse shoe, he would 
sav. T give vou one cent.* If it hanpened to be 
several sounds, it was the sam e thing. He never 
varied in orice. He was an exact man in his 
dealings, requiring pay for anything he did. I 
rpmember a bnv threw a stone and accidentally 
broke a glass in his shoo window: the old man 
rushed out in a iwRsion, but was checked by the

Purchases Business of Former Employer 
Veteran Barber Adjusts to Hair Style Changes 


Frank 
J. 
Ciprero began 
working part 'time in. a barber 
shop when he was 13 years old, 
he gave his first haircut a year 
later and ever since has worked 
hard to become one of the best 
in his chosen profession. 
-'During his 41 years as a 
Pottstown barber, Ciprero has 
cut the hair of many famous 
persons including Lamar Hunt, 
owner 
of 
the 
pro 
football 
Kansas City Chiefs, as well as 
a large segment of Pottstown’s 
population. 
Since he gave his first haircut 
he has seen drastic changes in 
mgn’s 
hair styles from the 
butch and crew cuts of 10 and 
20 years ago to the much longer 
styles of today. 
But Ciprero’s biggest moment 
came 
this 
week 
when 
he 
reached a goal he set soon after 
he began cutting hair in the 
late 1930s — he became the 
owner of his own shop. 
For the past 35 years he was 
employed by Millie J. DeBla.se, 
a well known barber at 844 High 
St. 
DeBlase’* Barbership was one

of the most popular in town 
with 
Hill 
School ' students 
providing a sizable portion of 
business. 
Mr. 
DeBlase died Aug. 26 
after suffering, a heart, attack 
at his home. Ciprero kept the 
shop open and this week pur­ 
chased the business from the 
DeBlase family. 
Ciprero described his former 
boss as a “ very sociable and 
wonderful man to be around. 
He never acted like he was the 
boss in 
the barbershop, 
but 
seemed just like one of the 
guys.” 
It is this tradition that Ciprero 
hopes will be carried on in the 
barbershop despite the change 
of ownership... 
Ciprero recalled howf while 
still in junior high school he 
would go into Floyd Shanlev’s 
Barbershop at York and Walnut 
streets after school to sweep 
floors and watch the barbers 
work. 
He was 13 years old then and 
occasionally 
was 
given 
the 
chance to shave necks, With the 
help of the barbers there during 


the following year he learned 
to give haircuts. 
State law however, requires 
an individual to he 16 years old 
before he can officially become 
a barber, so for the next two 
years Ciprero served as an 
apprentice barber. 
He never attended barber’s 
school prior to taking his state 
board examinations. However 
knowing he would be required 
to know the human anatomy for 
the exam he studied with Dr. 
Ernest Dengler, a Pottstown 
eye doctor. 
Ciprero passed his state board 
exams and during the following 
years 
attended 
hair 
styling 


schools in New York City and 
the John Francis Hair Styling 
School and Clairol Hair Coloring 
School both in Philadelphia, 
The biggest changes in the 
business, over the years Ciprero 
noted is in the length of men’s 
hair. 
“The styles today are much 
longer and while fewer men are 
actually getting haircuts, many 
are still coming in for hair 
styling treatments,” he said. 
Ciprero said the number of 
steady customers has declined 
some over the past few years 
with

business still has been steady.

He scored 
points by noting that a sub­ 
stantial part of the state is 
undergoing flood recovery, with 
much of the effort aimed at 
taking care of those unemployed 
by the high water. 
Close on the heels of the 


Shapp criticism was that of his

Next on the firing line was

Hilton, who has major clout 
with 
veterans 
across 
Penn­ 
sylvania (a fact which shouldn’t 
be lost sight of by Mr. Nixon 
and company) opined that the 
$13 
million 
federal 
cutback 
would 
seriously 
affect 
job 
chances for veterans. 
“ Your order came at a most 


u n f o r t u n a t e time. Unem­ 
ployment among war veterans, 
especially Vietnam veterans is 
very high,” quoth Hilton. 
“ Ironically, too, your order 
came at a time' when your 
administration 
is 
popularly 
believed to be making efforts 
to 
decrease 
unemployment. 
Your order means the layoff of 
2.065 employes of the Veterans 
Employment Service In Penn­ 
sylvania’s 
Bureau 
of 
Em­ 
ployment 
Security, including 
a p p r o x i m a t e l y 500 war 
veterans.” 
It may well be that the Nixon 
administration 
was 
entirely 
justified in ordering the slice- 
back. But, publicity-w'ise, Mr. 
Nixon 
is 
coming up 
with 
minuses on the Pennsylvania 
score card on this particular 
episode. 


It also may well 'be that 
whoever 
it 
was 
in

b u r e a u c r a t i c 
maze 
in 
Washington 
that ordered 
the 
Pennsylvania cut, did so without 
checking first with the “front 
office.” (This frequently hap­ 
pens, because a cabinet head 
can’t be expected to go running 
to the boss to okay each and 
every decision.) 


If the cut were necessary 
(which 
it 
may 
well 
be) 
Republican 
strategists 
would 
have been wiser, it seems here, 
to have waited until after the 
November elections. 


But the fat is in the Penn­ 
sylvania political fire, and it 
will be interesting to see to 
what degree this will singe the 
"“ Re-elect the President’* effort 
in Penn’s Woods.

HAMILTON, Bermuda - If 
you’re in the States and you 
want to sup with a Russian or 
two,

Portrait of a Determined Man 


He is a young man with long 
lashes, 
hazel 
eyes, 
and 
a 
Spanish 
accent. 
This 
sounds 
romantic, but Hugo Zamorano 
was destined to pit his long 
brown wavy hair against men. 
not women. When a man is 
attractive to men, it is a minus, 
not a plus. 


And yet Senor Zamorano has 
done a great deal to create a 
two-way flow of money between 
Latin America and the United 
States. 
Under President John 
Kennedy, the money flowed only 
from the U. S. to the great 
nations to the south, and, under 
Alianza, 
it 
was tagged 
for 
certain well-defined projects. 


Hugo was a determined boy 
who never knew his father. The 
Zamoranos were of Spain, and 
when 
the 
great 
civil 
war 
erupted in 1936. Hugo Sr., as 
a 
member 
of 
the Spanish 
diplomatic corps, took a stand 
with the Loyalist government. 


This was a losing gambit. The 
Franco government won. Senor 
Zamorano had a wife and two 
children, a little girl and a two- 
year old son. He had to find 
a refuge. So he sailed as 
far 
as he could, and that was

Chile.

The accent will always be 
with him. But he can speak and 
think in English. The harder 
Hugo worked, the higher his 
ambition soared. As a lawyer, 
he specialized in finance and 
fiscal policy. When he needed

job, 
he 
joined 
Deltec 


Securities, and asked why it is 
that 
money 
always 
flowed 
south, but seldom north. 


It was like changing the wind. 
But Deltec, a broadly diver­ 
sified company, was willing to 
try. Hugo Zamorano, too hand­ 
some for the dog-eat-dog at- 
m o s p h e r e of international 
finance, helped his company to 
establish 
Swift 
and 
Armour 
meat packing plants in South 
America. 


Further, he 
made 
contacts 
with 
American 
banks. 
He 
wanted to know if Deltec could 
grant loans to South American 
countries and discount them in 
U. S. institutions. The answer 
was 
a 
guarded yes. 
Deltec 
International reversed the flow 
of money, from Argentina and 
Brazil and Mexico to American 
dollars. 


Hugo found himself a wife, 
and that stopped the outrageous 
flirtatious stares. Further, he 
became 
an American 
citizen 
and opened an office in Coral 
Gables. 
Florida. The 
Deltec 
Corporation, in time, became 25 
separate companies in North 
and South America. 


Now, at age 34, he is vice 
president of Deltec Securities. 
He 
is 
the 
“ good 
boy” 
his 
mother wanted to replace her 
husband. His business ideas are 
brash and brazen. He wanted 
the company to own an island, 


and it bought Treasure Key In 
the Bahamas. 


Most young executives his age 
are cautious, afraid to make a 
move. To the contrary, Hugo 
Zamorano is sure that a man 
can become rich by moving 
pesos and pesetas to American 
banks while dollars are flowing 
southward.

— that the hand of terror was 
snuffing out the Olympic torch? 


For an answer to that, one 
would 
have 
to search 
the 
labyrinths of Avery Brundage’s 
mind and the minds of the West 
German Olympic officials. 


In time, one supposes, we’ll 
learn why the German sharp­ 
shooters 
located on 
a 
roof 
across a narrow street never 
took a shot at the guerrilla 
lookout who repeatedly poked 
his head out of a door in the 
Israeli team ’s quarters, or at 
other desperados wrho exposed 
themselves. 
And why wasn’t 
tear gas or Mace tossed into 
the room or rooms where the 
hostages 
were 
held? 
Either 
would have immobilized cap­ 
tives and captors long enough 
for properly masked police to 
cut

What purpose was served by

The Arab commandos hate us 
almost as much as they hate 
the Jews. 


There’s reason to believe that 
the U. S. Air Force, stationed 
at We isba den, would have been 
overhead in a jiffy, though what 
it could have done under the 
circumstances 
is 
debatable. 
Certainly, 
we’d 
have 
had 
ground troops and paratroopers 
in the vicinity in a jiffy.

OFF THE FIELD , TOO 
If the U. S. was lukewarm in sports, it was a bust 
elsew here. Through an honest error by an assistant 
coach, it couldn’t get its sprinters to the trials on tim e. 
And the failure was compounded by an absurd 
round of buck-passing in which they even blamed the 
Germ ans, who were com pelled to reply that every 
other country knew how to tell tim e except the U. S. 
Then, in a gam e featuring spectacular services and 
equipm ent, the American track coach griped about 
his transportation and was m ade to took like a fool by 
the United States Olym pics Committee (U.S.O.C.) 
president. Clifford Buck, who, instead of inducing his 
coach to chill the beef quietly, repudiated him publicly 
by apologizing to the hosts. 
An Am erican kid won a gold medal in swim m ing, 
but had to face an inquiry for taking illegal pills.

Of course, as a lunatic index to all of the foregoing, 
it had to transpire near the end that a couple of Amer­ 
ican kids would resort to childishness on the victory 
stand. 
Wrhen Vince M atthews and Wayne Collett finished 
first and second in the 400 m eters, they turned their 
backs on the flag, chatting and joking nonchalantly 
during the national anthem. 
^ In effect, they were telling the gang back home, 
“We gave it to ’em a little, didn’t we, baby?”

Labeling Law 
Extension to 
Alcohol Urged 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
- A 
group of researchers urged the 
government Thursday to re­ 
quire alcoholic beverage labels 
to disclose whether artificial in­ 
gredients have been used to 
make a brew bubbly or to clear 
a claret. 
“ On most other foods and 
drinks, you can determine what 
additives are used simply by 
reading the list printed on the 
label, as required by law,’* said 
a report by the Center for Sci­ 
ence in the Public Interest. 
“ Thus far, however, the boo- 
zemakers have managed to el­ 
ude the labeling law.” 
The center, run by three for­ 
mer Ralph Nader associates 
but not connected to him, sent 
the report to the alcohol divi­ 
sion of the Treasury Depart­ 
ment. It also sent a letter urg­ 
ing the division to relinquish its 
labeling duties to the Food and 
Drug Administration. 
70 ADDITIVES 
The center said, more than 70 
chemical 
additives 
are 
per­ 
mitted to be used in wine with­ 
out a label declaration. Most 
are used to preserve the wine 
or clear up sediment. 
In its report—“Chemical Ad­ 
ditives in Booze” —the center 
noted that 47 Americans and 
Can.adi.ans died from 1964 to 
1866 when some brewers added 
cobalt to beer to make the 
heads thicker. Because the co­ 
balt wasn't listed on the label, 
doctors were hampered in find­ 
ing out why normally healthy 
beer drinkers were dropping 
over from heart attacks, the re­ 
port said. 
The 
center 
said 
different 
foaming agents, preservatives 
and enzymes are still added to 
beer without labeling. It said it 
was unable to determine, how­ 
ever, which beers use the in­ 
gredients.

The report noted distilled li­ 
quor is virtually free of chem­ 
ical additives. 
NO PU BLIC POSITION 
A spokesman for the U.S. 
Brewers Association said the 
organization has no public posi­ 
tion on complete ingredient la­ 
beling. “ Every additive, every 
chemical used in a malt bever­ 
age has to be approved by the 
government.” he said. 
Treasury's Bureau of Alcohol, 
Firearms and. Tax confirmed, 
that all additives must be ap­ 
proved by the government even 
though all need not be listed on 
the label.
